Why not try planting our native 
sycamore? 
You will also find 
that the red oak and scarlet oak 
are surprisingly fast growing if 
you will plant good trees with 
adequate root system s and keep 
them well fertilized. 
If you plant 
the ginkgo or m aidenhair-tree, be 
sure to get a male plant. 
The 
ginkgo is a very perm anent tree, 
unaffected by disease or insects, 
but it is not especially fast grow­ 
ing.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Frostbite Does Its Biting Now 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


FR O STB ITE does not occur very 
often in these days of pam pered liv­ 
ing in steam -heated apartm ents and 
houses, and in warm motor cars. 
Among the more rugged of our 
population, 
however, 
those 
who 
work in the great outdoors, it still 
takes its toll.

York, studied the w eather condi­ 
tions which bring frostbite. 
He

departm ent, in which there are 
about 400 cases regularly from De­ 
cember to M arch. He learned the 
tem perature at which frostbite be­ 
gins to occur is 8° F. Regardless of 
hum idity or other conditions, frost­ 
bite is common a t th at level. Be­ 
tween 8° F . and 11° F. frostbite 
occurs only if there is a high wind 
velocity. Above 2 T F. frostbite 
never occurs. 
Fatigue, exhaustion, hunger and 
m alnutrition all contribute to the 
causation of frostbite. In long treks 
over frozen territory fatigue and 
exhaustion naturally play a part 
because they numb the m entality 
and prevent noticing the pain and 
tingling sensations that warn of the 
approach of the danger, and also 
stop all preventive m easures. 
Grease Another Factor 
G rease is another contributory 
factor. The clothing makes the 
body warm because of the air layers 
between the fibers. When these air 
cells are filled up by oil or grease, 
it makes the clothing less protective. 
Constrained position or posture 
for a prolonged time w ithout exer­ 
cise conduces tow ards the produc­ 
tion of frostbite. 
Essentially, frostbite is a kind of 
gangrene—a shutting off of the 
blood vessels to the affected area. 
N aturally then, the term inal places 
on the body, w here the circulation is 
scanty, are the places affected: the 
tip of the nose, the ears, the fingers 


and toes. Especially im portant in 
prevention is the way the feet are 
stockinged and shod. F or outdoor 
work or exercise in frostbite w eath­ 
er, thick stockings th at have plenty 
of air spaces are essential. 
Not Wise Remedy 
“ Rub the affected 
p arts with 
snow" is the old household wisdom 
about the treatm ent of frostbite, but 
it is not very wise wisdom. It is, in 
fact, barbarous because snow is 
gritty and may not only hurt, but 
actually injure. 
“G radual w arm ing,” with the ac­ 
cent on the gradual , is proper tre a t­ 
ment, however, and is really w hat 
lies back of the “rub w ith snow” 
idea. The best initial source of 
w arm th is your own body or th at of 
a companion—hands pressed on the 
frozen area and accompanied by 
rubbing to bring back the circula­ 
tion. G etting indoors and in front 
of a radiator or good fire can be 
postponed until later—until circu­ 
lation is established.
